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A QOLVF.X TALE. 

I was talking with a reprewentativo of 
the Pacific coast, writes Qath, and he 
said that New York was now Inhabited 
by nearly all tho survivors of the flush 
years in San Francisco. Speculation, 
ho said, utterly cleaned out the Pacific 
coast in character, in health, in emigra- 
tion, in confidence, and finally th> 
people rushed from tho throttle of 
speculators over to the sand-lotter? and 
tramps. 

A new constitution was adopts*, which 
sent most of tho speculative vealth out 
of California, and banished the specu- 
lators. What has been the result? We 
are ostensibly a poorer people, but wo 
are a happier people tlinu we have beon 
for ten years. Everybody had to learn 
that gambling, dreaming dreams, living 
fast, and leaving honesty and God out 
of every human calculation, were dead 
failures. 

Thousands of our people hope never 
to be rich again, finding compensations 
they had not understood in their fam- 
ilies, in methodical labor, and in regu- 
lated habits. A large number of the 
best men died of heart disease, the ro- 
sult of champagne drinking, want of 
sleep, and great mental pressure. Oth- 
ers committed suicide. Many aban- 
doned their wives and took up with 
passing mistresses, and when they came 
to their senses found their own families 
had imitated them, and there had to bo 
forgiveness all round before they could 
come together. 

In tho midst of it all the great source 
of mineral wealth, tho Comstock lode, 
failed and has not revived. Mining in 
California is now profitable in the small, 
but not in the large. An abundance of 
small production still gives a large ag- 
gregate, but nothing to speculate on. 
We have, thorefore, nothing to bet 
about in California. Tho very center of 
mining has gone far to tho east of us, 
and is in Colorado or isolated parts of 
Nevada. 

Nearly all the men going up and down 
trying to sell mines are on their uppers 
— that is, are next to barefooted. Con- 
sequently tho late mining speculation 
has got into railroads and transportation. 
The speculative element is governing the 
whole social life of New York at this 
moment. Large as Now York is, it may 
produce some conditions which laid San 
Francisco low.

SWISS FARMING. 

The smallest farms in the world are 
found in Switzerland. Iv the canton of 
Geneva the average size is only five and 
a half acres. As a matter of course, tho 
employment of labor-saving machinery 
is out of the question. It is stated that 
there is not a reaper or mower in tho 
entire canton. The grain is cut with tho 
old-fashioned sickle, threshed with a 
flail and winnowed by pouring it through 
the air. People turn the soil with a 
spade and cultivate tho crops with a hoe. 
The amount of milk produced is very 
lurge, and it furnishes a considerable 
proportion of the food of tho people. 
Those who arc too poor to have cows 
keep goats, that are able to climb tho 
steep hills and mountains without diffi- 
culty. A large variety of cheese is made 
from different kinds of milk while the 
cows and goats are grazing in the mount- 
ains. All the Swiss dairy products ar u 
of a very superior quality, and bring a 
high price in tliti market. Strange as it 
may appear, Swiss cheese is sold in 
every large city in this country, and the 
milk canned union;; the Alps competes 
with that put up in ^ 0< ?, 'Cufinsing fac- 
tories.

from whey. Frauds infie manufacture 
of butter and cheese a ■< unknown in 
Switzerland.

Ia a former issue we alluded tu our 
volunteer force and took occasion to 
publish a speech made by Sir Stafford 
Noutucote. the leader of the Conser- 
vative party in England, ami therefore 
in an especial manner the representa- 
tive of the thoughtful and educated 
classes as well an of wealth and station. 
But the volunteers are not in any way 
the creation or the bantling of any 
political party. They arc above and out- 
side party and belong to the nation. 
There was a time when they imagined 
that the regular service looked down 
upon thorn and sneered at them; it is 
ciuite possible that the just ; lined sub- 
altern in all the glory of his Hrsl red 
coat and bright gold lace puts ... the 
airs that every profession sometimes 
assumes towards those who, as ama- 
teurs, fish in the same watei ; but 
thoughtful men, who know the numer- 
ical weakness of England's army, who 
had followed her history throggh many 
a war, who had examined the systems 
by which other nations organized their 
lighting power and who recognized the 
impossibility of creating an English 
army on any such system; these men 
who were in real truth professional 
soldiers, and who thoroughly grasped 
England's weakness and England's 
power in making war, these men warm 
ly welcomed the patriotic men who 
tendered their personal service to take 
part in the defence of their country. 
Hadgthoro not been patriotism and 
public spirit in England the volunteer 
force would not have conn: into being. 
But with this was also an ebullition of 
the sturdy independence that charac- 
terizes John Bi'Li.. Official interfer- 
ence, they would have none of, they 
would dress iis they, pleased, would 
drill how and when and when 1 they 
liked, and although they found it ne 
cessary to obtain drilled officers and 
instructors to train them, yet (hose 
were to be their own employes rather 
than the servants of the State. The 
wiser heads both in the army and in 
the volunteer force, soon saw that such I 
an arrangement would not last; it 
would end but in the o.ie way, with 
the total break up of the force, unless 
a thorough change took plac°. At last 
matters came to a head. Easter Mon- 
day, the great London holiday, had for 
some years been set apart for a large 
gathering of volunteers at Brighton-- 
a gathering which combined a parade 
and a picnic. The war office ap- 
pointed regular officers to command 
on these occasions so as to give the i;a 
theringa military shape; but the spirit 
of license at last overcame the self-im- 
posed restraints. Authority was set at 
defiance, and it was found necessary to 
discontinue these military picnics and 
to take stops to reestablish the force on 
a more soldier-like footing. The con- 
trol was regularly assumed by the mili- 
tary authorities, the officers were com- 
missioned by the Queen, adjutants 
were appointed from the regular ser- 
vice and each corps was told off to its 
especial place in the defence of the 
country and placed under the order,, of 
the colonel of the brigade centre, by 
whom all regulars and reserve forces 
are commanded. Various were the 
opinions that these measures brought 
out. On the one side it was maintain- 
ed that educated and intelligent men 
would not submit to a discipline suited 
to the regular army; they were too in- 
dependent and would break their con 
nection with the force. But if English- 
men are independent they are also gift- 
ed with good sense, and this latter led 
them t3 see that if they wen to rendi r 
the services they in good faith desired 
to, they must become an integral part 
of the machine, and fill a definite place 
and submit themselves to the judgment 
and control of those; placet' over them. 
The BensibleVcunsels carried the day, 
and to-day the force exists as a military j 
body; the pride of the country, the ad- 
miration of even such critics as the 
Crown Prince of Prussia, who can hard- 
ly grasp the reality of this great volun- 
teer organization, and stronger far in 
numbers than in the days when i; as- 
serted its freedom from all control. We 
have boen fortunate in Canada in hav- 
ing escaped this transition period. With 
our people the obligation entered into 
on joining the volunteers has been well 
defined and so thoroughly understood 
that in the whole history of the force 
there is no recorded instance of any 
thing approaching insubordination in 
the ranks, a fact which speaks well for 
the intelligence as well as law abiding 
disposition of our youth who till the 
companies. The English 'home guard,'

THE PANAMA CANAL 

WHAT IS THE HEAL ITtUTH AS 
TO ITS PROGRESS AND BIFFI- 
0UTIES. 

MoRdacity of the American Pross. 

Mr. H. A. Woods, superintendent 
of the Panama railroad, has been in- 
terviewed on the subject of the Pana- 
ma canal schema. He falls foul ex- 
ceedingly of the New York dailies for 
misrepresentation and lying- The 
amount of disease is neither phenom- 
enal nor abnormal. There is, of course, 
the usual malarial fever, and this the 
papers style "Panama fever," very lit 
tie d i Her ing from the ague or intermit- 
tent fever of Detroit, of Michigan and 
j the west generally. In the dry or 
i winter season (being from December 
j to April) there is very little of this, 
bui it is more prevalent in the rainy 
| months, May to December. It rarely 
assumes a malignant type and general 
] ly yields to treatment, and, by the 
j way, the climate effects an- such Lhat 
twelve to fifteen grains of quinine 
there are only equivalent In six or 
se\ en in 1 letriot. 

Yellow fever is n< ither epidemic nor 
has it over been epidemic. There 
have, of course, been sporadic eases of 
that disease, but of cholera not one. 
In fact in mortuary statistics the 1 st h 
in us contrasts favorable with New Oi- 
lcans. Eor some distance back from 
the Atlantic the land is low and marshy 
but around Panama it is generally high. 
Tim French employes died oil because 
they were too enamoured of Parisian 
ideas and food to conform to the sanit- 
ary requisities of the climatic. 

THE IXTEK-OCEAX1C CAN W. 

Mr. Woods, in speaking of the pro 
gross of the work on the canal, said 
DeLosseps first visited the Isthmus in 
January, 1880, and last .January his 
corps of engineers put in an appear 
ance. Since then they have made thor- 
ough surveys of the entire route, and 
also of the Pays of Aspinwall and 
Panama. They have bored all along 
the line to ascertain the earth strata, 
antl will soon be ready to commence 
the excavations, probably by the mid- 
dle of December. The company is now 
receiving large quantities of machinery 
and implements from Paris and buihl 
ing material from New York. 

THE UOL'TE. 

The Atlantic end of the cai 
be at Aspinwall, up thejj] valley 
Chagres river, through the lows 
of the mountains, but it is not yet d 
cided whether to follow down the bed 
of the Rio Grands river to Panama 
Bay to the left of the city of Panama, 
or go down the Pacific slope a short, 
distance to the right of the city, The 
general agent of the company is now 
in Paris, however, and all these minor 
details have been arranged ere this. 
It may be added that very many peo 
pie think that in crossing the Isthmus 
they go from east to west, whereas 
the Isthmus crooks away to the east 
ward at this point and Panama is near- 
ly due south from Aspinwall. The 
villages along the line are inhabited by 
natives. The canal company is estab- 
lishing a village at Gatun, seven miles 
from Aspinwall and another at Empire 
thirteen miles from Panama, near the 
summit of the mountains. These are 
to be the headquarters of the company. 
The general offices of the company are 
at Panama, where they have purchased 
and converted to their use the only 
first-class hotel in the city. 

THE MOUNTAINS AND STREAMS EN UOL'TE. 

The height of the mountains, a con- 
tinuation of the Cordilleras chain, tra 
versing the Isthmus, is about 700 feet, 
j i hi the Pacific side the rise is about live 
miles, and on the Atlantic side seven 
miles. Eor twelve miles thev will have 
a cut of 100 to ;!"J5 feet in depth, it 
being proposed to make the bed of the 
canal thirty foot below tide water level. 
The tides will cause them considerable- 
expense, for \vhilc|thc flood tide at Pan- 
ama is fifteen feet it is but eighteen 
inches at Aspinwall. This difference 
would send a powerful current through 
the canal from the Pacific to the At 
lan tic. To prevent this a tide water 
wili be built at Panama. The borings 
as y< t made are either through solid 
rock or a heavy red clay that, when 
wel, is frightfully tenacious. These bor 
ings were entirely satisfactory.

:3 THE cost or LAllOU. 

The estimate of 8100,000,000 ba the 
construction of the canal will probably 
not cover the cost. When DeLesscps was 
making bis estimates he put in the wages 
of laborers at sixty to sixty- live cents per 
day. A Jamaica nogro can be hired for 
that, hut they are a lazy, contemptible 
set, who will not work more than one or 
two days in a week, just enough to main- 
tain an existence. They will never work 
unless hungry. West Indian labor of all 
kinds is miserable and cannot be relied 
upon. DeLesscps must get liis men from 
Africa or China, at great cost for trans- 
portation, and their wages will bo much 
mi re than sixty live cents per day. — Hail,

Mr. Theodore Davie, for the defence, 
asked that those who were on the jury of 
yesterday might not be allowed mi the 
present jury. Granted.

Hon. Mr. Walkem addressed th< jury 
for the Crown at some length, giving all 
the particulars of the case winch have til- 
ready been put before the public, and ex- 
plaining by illustration what m-cunistun- 
tial evidence was. 

Robere Gyves, sworn He knew lh. 
prisoner, Peter Tessiar, 

Tho evidence of GyvoftSpartnw, Cairns 
and Lunney in this case was n repetition 
of that given yestera'ay oil the trial of 
Englebertson and therefore need nut lie 
repeated. 

Tho evidence of Englebertson, who was 
convicted of bcug an accessory, is sjiveti 
in full, 

Ole Englebntion, sworn- He knew 
Gyves and Tessiar; was working for 
Mr. Tessiar 10 days; recollect seeing him 
several tiwes in Mr. Mills' pasture; re- 
collect Ixsuig at Mr, Ackuriuan's and fired 
a gun to let them know he was safoonthe 
trail; slept in Tessiar's cabin Saturday 
night; the prisoner was in bod when he 
.rtiJ home; prisoner asked him who lired 
that shot; witness said he did; that 
was all he said thtit night; pri- 
soner called witness on Monday be- 
tween four and five o'clock a. in. ; told 
him to turn out; witness said allright; 
prisoner went outside; us soon as he got out 
heard him halloa and shunt at some cattle; 
heard the yells; did not know w hat In 
said because he was talking French; 
went outside to see what was the matter; 
saw t he prisoner in his drawers; witness 
was barefoot; saw hint sling an axe at the 
ox; whether he hit the animal or not did 
not know as he did not wait to see, but 
turned into the house as Boon as the axe 
was thrown; did not want tosee anything 
as he knew prisoner would get into 
trouble: knew prisoner had a spito against 
Gyves; about ."> or 10 minutes after pris- 
oner e.une in and went to lied; between 
and 7 o cluck he up and called witness 
to go to work, and both started for 
Cairn's house; when they were going to 
work about 70 yards from tho house wit- 
ness saw some blood on a barked cedar 
and call*d prisoner's attention to it; pris- 
oner examined it and said it was blood; 
though t prisoner knew where the blood 
came from but he (witness) did not 
want to know anything about it; 
prisoner did not see witness before 
he returned to the house; never saw 
the ox after he was cut; do not 
recollect making any endeavors to make 
a settlement because he was drunk; asked 
prisoner if he had done it, as Gyves would 
settle; he said: "No; I have not done it, 
and don't want to settle; 1 am not respon- 
sible for all the cattle that are around my 
place;'' witness spoke to him on Tuesday 
morning at his house, saying he would 
put 011 his clothes and go to see Mr. 
Foord, butth.it ho(witness)hadnothingto 
do with it and did not want to be mixed 
lip ill it; prisoner askod witness if he 
should go; witness told him ho could do 
so if lie liked; he would go and see Foord 
and when he came back would tell him 
what he said; went to see Mr. Foord and 
found it could not bo settled; saw prison 
er in his house same evening; was on a 
spree; Wednesday went to work for 
Cairns; next morning had a talk with 
prisoner; told him that Mr. Gyves had 
told witness if any one of us had done it 
ho would settle; prisoner got angry and 
said witness had never said that; 
he (witness) was always on a spree; 
There was a man that came to the jail to 
see witness and luked if he expected to get 
clear of court; said he did not do any harm; 
Mr. Sparrow told witness to say nothing 
about it and prisoner also said that he must 
not say anything about it or he would suf- 
fer; worked for prisoner 5 or days; it 
was on Friday or Saturday was chopping 
a big cedar. To some evidence tho wit- 
ness was about to give hero Mr. 
Davio said he did not intend to 
object to the evidence of the witness 
against the prisoner, but he did not think 
it was fair that the witness 
should give the evidence. Quite 
a discussion occurred between counsel for 
defense and crown. Was chopping a big 
cedar and prisoner was chopping near; 
heard Peter shouting; saw a reel cow and 
Peter chasing it with an axe, it was a cow 
with one horn belonging to Gyves; this 
was about four or five days before the cut- 
ting of the ox; nevor had any quarrel with 
Sparrow; have had no promise of reward; 
have had no pressuro brought to bear 
upon me to give this evidence. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Davie Got 
home between 8 and 0; was certain it was 
no later; was partly drunk when he got 
home; fired the shot between 8 and 9; 
Mr. Horel and Mr. Sparrow did not 
tell tho truth when they said the 
shut was fired between ten and eleven ; 
was asleep when prisoner first called him; 
wont out as soon as he called him; got up 
because lie heard him shouting at cattle; 
recollect telling him he did not hear dis- 
tinctly aa he was very sleepy; went outside 
the door; as soon as witness looked round 
the corner saw prisoner throw the axe; 
the ox was walking; prisoner was bohiud 
the ox; went back as soon as ho throw the 
axe; witness expected prisoner was going 
to do something more as he (prisoner) itad 
a spite against Gyves; think prisoner 
would have done the same if ho (witness) 
had shouted to him; did not hear more 
than one bell; heard it when witness was 
called and when witness went outside; 
prisoner called witness to go to work; axe 
was insido the cabin door; axe was stand- 
ing in front of witnesses' faco; did not 
have a talk with prisoner af tor this; never 
told prisoner he was going to leave; did 
not recollect telling any person Cairns 
was guilty of cutting the ox; have been 
in trouble with Mr. Cairns; ho (Mr. 
Cairns) said witness did not work enough; 
did not shoot any hogs; never shot a hog 
belonging to Gyvostn Sparrows' presence; 
know Mr. Steinburn; did not remember 
stating that he would settlo for tho ox; 
did not remember taking postage stamps; 
did not take billiard balls to steamer; 
knew Mr. Uorel; knew nothing of his 
pigs- he always kept them home; did not 
remember stating to Horel that if he got 
in trouble he wonld put it on prisoner; 
told Horel he was going to toll tho truth 
about it; did expect that prisoner would 
bail him out; because pnsoncr%'iad not 
bailed him out he made up his mind to 
tell the truth; never iold prisoner what he 
saw him do; did work for .Sparrow; was 
discharged because there was nothing to 
do- was not turndd off for stealing ap- 
ple's; when sober he never made any over- 
tures to anybody about a settlement. _ 

James Bobson, sworn— Am jailor m 
Victoria jail: did kuow the prisoner, did 



know Oie Enjlcbrotson; he had been in 
his charge fc*' some time; recollect seeing 
prisoner cono to the gaol with another 
man; coul* not swear it was Sparrow; 
they askfd for prisoner and talked to him 
through wicket; Mr. Robson then corro- 
borated Englobretson's statement. 

Crass-examined by Mr. Davie— Did not 
remember Ole wanting to borrow a dollar 
off prisoner. 

The evidence of Brown and Foord was 
norely confirmatory of that already 
given. 

This closed the case for the prosecu- 
tion. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Mr. Theo. Davie opened the case for 
the defence, stating that it was noxt only 
to that of murder or manslaughter. He 
thought it only fair that ho should at the 
outset give his views of the case, and that 
:he counsel on tho part of the Crown had 
acted as fairly as he could possibly have 
done, and he was bound to concede that 
the case had been carried on with a fair- 
ness which did him credit. He was also 
satisfied that the prisoner would got am- 
ple and fair justice by the learned Judge 
now presiding, t'pon the evidence of 
Olo Englebretsun depends the judgment 
to-day, but lie would deal with the cir- 
cumstances of his evidence and thought 
he would lo ablo to show that it 
would vanish into nothing. If a man will 
tell lies out of tho witness-box to the de- 
triment of his neighbors ho will not hesi- 
tate to do so in the witness-box; therefore, 
gentlemen of the jury, if you discard any 
of the man's evidence you must discard 
all of it. The prisoner was rich; he had 
means to bail himself out, and promised 
to bail Englobrotson out also; but proba- 
bly acting on the advice of his friends he 
did not do it and now Englebrotson 
swears that ho gives this evidence against 
the prisoner because he was not bailed 
out. The prisoner was out on bail. He 
might have left the country; he had 
means of doing so, but he stood his ground 
as an innocent man would. The learned 
counsel contended that there was no evi- 
dence to convict the prisoner without that 
of Ole Englobretsou, and asked the jury 
to pause before taking his evidence.

days; witness saw him with a lot of post- 
age stamps; ho gave him §5 to go to Cow- 
ichan to buy shoos and he returned with 
a lot of postage stamps; witness asked 
him why he did not buy shoes as lie in- 
tended to, and he said" the shoes wero 
heavy to- pack and postage stamps were 
not; prisoner uses his left hand when 
swinging an axe; it was a right-handed 
cut. on the ox's leg; went to tho jail with 
prisoner; three weeks ago Ole told wit- 
ness he was better treated in the jail than 
he had ever been troatcd in his life; pri- 
soner refused to let Ole have a dollar. 

Alfred Rains, sworn — Knew the prison- 
er and Ole Englobretsou; had seen Olo in 
gaol tho day before the Victoria Agricul- 
ture show commenced; was working at 
Deans', Cadboro Bay; Ole told me he was 
innocent but somebody had to sutler for 
his being thore all summer; witness told 
him he had bettor keep his mouth shut 
if you aro innocent; the lawyers will 
find you out in a lie if you tell one; you 
have no monoy and are not able to hire a 
lawyor, and the less you can say the bet- 
tor; have known Englebretson since he 
was on the island; prisoner and witness 
had worked together before the trouble 
for some time; witness believes prisoner 
is a right handed man but a left handed 
chopper; had seen him chopping a good 
deal; witness was an ordinary hand with 
an axe. 

This finished the evidence for the de- 
fence.
